Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Search of 
prior art has failed to uncover references that would anticipate or render obvious the 
instant claims. The closest art is Bartoszak-Adamska et al {Journal of Molecular 
Structure 2001, pp 21-28). The art teaches mixing 5,5-dibromo-2,2-biphenol, MTBD 
and hydrochloric acid and forming a three component cocrystal. The art differs from the 
instant claims in that no carboxylic acid of 4 or more carbons is disclosed or suggested. 
One ordinary skill in the art would find no motivation to use a carboxylic acid instead of 
the biphenol and the result of doing so is not predictable due to inherent unpredictability 
of the cocrysllization process.
